TAPE DECX: ERASING: Len Lawson; "When recording 2-track for friends 
with ¿-track don't erase inside track as you are dubbing. With your 
erase head, you will probably generate more noise. A good tape will 
have insignificant noise at normal playing levels." Tape recorders; 
Pete Huckel mentions that on many decxs the clutth wheels running the 
take-up reel are sometimes cold and slip on occasion. If the deck is 
allowed to warm the problem will step.,.Catalogs; Franklyn Belcour says: 
if you send a catalog with several pages make sure your name is on each 
one. Often the pages become loose and it becomes difficult to find the. 


‘right catalog...PACKAGING: Len Lawson says: Experience with Jiffy bags

have beén bad, especially on coast to coast travel. About fifty percent 
of those tape boxes in Jiffy bags are damaged. However, only 1.0f 75 — 
boxes in cardboard containers wag damaged. (on the other hand I've only 
had to replace about 4 tape boxes out of about 500 in 2 years of trad- 
ing, wrapped in everything from cardboard boxes to manila envelopes.

- QUALITY AND PROGRAM CARDS : a 

Just about all collectors include in the tape box a card with the 
programs dubbed and the tracks they are on. Besides essential catalog 
information, there should be seme quality indication. if there is a 
problem with the program it should be noted whether the problem is men- 
tioned in the catalog or not. Often a program has a problem you dient 
notice before such as muffled, fast, slow, edited. These problems, es- 


pecially, should oe indicated on the curd.,.shile we all will generally 


replace programs that are not as we expected, most receivers do not 

ask the sender to do it because we all send overrated programs sometimes. 
It is disconcerting to recieve a program with an obvious flaw but no. 
mention of it from the sender, especially if the sender is vague in his 
ratings. I probably have been guilty of this but I do try to indicate

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problems I am aware of on the card,..As an afterthought, if all catalog 
information is not indicated on the card, put the code number on it so 
it can quickly be found so you Can list the program as completely as 
possible. ; e a i 
TRADERS AND DEALERS: As you know by now I try to act as go-between 
if there are any irregularities in getting programs. Several collectors 
have already written me and in a few cases the irregularites have been 
corrected. One thing I ask. If irregularities are corrected, please let 
me know. ..How do I do it? Wion a collector contacts me I write to the 
other person and try to get things straightened out. I also ask infor- 
mally about the person in Hello “gain especially if they aren't sub- 
scribers. If still nothing is heard, I will mention that fact in the.. 
following issue. My purpose is not to.make a blacklist, In fact several 
collectors have asked that I don't. However, if efforts to reconcile 
a tradé are futile, I feel these people should be mentioned.

‘Chet Sherksnas and Robert Vosburgh...One subscriber did write a bitter 
letter about a dealer in Miami, Florida. I wrote to him recently and iP. 
I hear something will merion\it later. I am printing portions of this 
letter because it does show how one collector attempted to get programs 
he paid for: "I ordered a taped copy of the soundtrack: to 'Phanet of 
the Apes" on April 12, 1971. after 2 months I wrote and got no reply.. 
I wrote twice more with the same results...The first of august I consul: 
ed my local postal authorities and they wrote an official inquiry to the 
outfit. Still nothing-they didn't even take the trouble to answer that. 
We sent to Washington for a copy of the Postal money order which I 
sent with my order. From that I learned that it had been endorsed on 
April 17 and who had endorsed it...I fihally wrote to the. setter Busi- 
ness Bureau of Miami and this apparently had some effect, I got the tap: 
‚a few days ago (late December)-after more than 8 months. But you would- 
nit believe what it was like. It was on .5 mil tape which was obviously 
used as the oxide coating and the: backing was scratched. It was on a 
7" weel-but only half full. ihe rest had been cut off. And ‘finally 
the sound quality was terrible. It had obviously been recorded by mi- 
“Crophone and sounded as 1f the mike had been placed at the bottom of 
a large barrel. In short, it vas totally unlistenable."....Don Richard- 
son is only trading with people hu writes to initiating a trade. He is 


currently unavailable for unsolicited trades. 


TRADE REGULATIONS: From Don Richardson comes the following from | 
Linn's Stamp News, 11/22/71: Public hearings on proposed trade regula- 
tions requiring full refunds to persons placing mail orders LSSI 
prepaid merchandise is not shipped within 21 days have been set by the 
Federal Trade Commission for Jan 24-25 in Washington. Here are some of 
the proposed regulations: 1, If mail-order seller is unable to ship 
merchandise within 21 days from receipt of payment for the order, be 
wust promptly refund all money to buyer. 2. Seller does not have to 
ship withing 21 days if he has clearly disclosed the estimated shipping 
time in all advertisemants or obtained the buyer's consent to a spec- 
ified delay. 3. All mail-order advertisement and catalogs must contain 
the following statement if they do not clearly disclose the estimated 
time dof shipment: "Notice: Federal regulation requires that merchandise 
must, be shipped within 21 days or all money must: be refunded." 4.-In cre. 

dit transactions, accounts must be credited so the buyer will not be 
billed for merchandise not shipped within the ¿llotted time. 5. Magazine

RECOLLECTIONS AT 2 YEARS’. 

This marks the end of 2 years of trading and collecting. I'd like 
to reminisce a bit and share my 2 years with you...In early January of 
1970 Sal Trapani, whom 1 met through my piano playing, gave me about 
100 radio programs. armed with these programs, a primative catalog, 1 
primative aná 1 new tape recorder, and little knowledge of trading 
and quality I invaded the world of experience collectors. I got many 
names of collectors from the Reminiscing columns of back issues of the 
Nostalgic Book “lub bulletin. On Jan 5, 1970 I sent my first letter out, 
on Jan 27 I sent out my first list, on Feb 4 I sent out my first tape 
and on Feb 6 I received my first tapes from Dave Swift and Dick Ayers. 


‚My first trading friends were very patient and very helpful in making 
suggestions to improve my dibbing. I soon replaced my old recorder with 


a second new one. These are the only 2 recorders I've had since, I got 
to know Jack Miller, Mel Shlank, James O'Neal, all local traders. From 
the Nostalgia Book Club I heard of George Slacker. from whom I got many 
discs that were uncirculated at that tine. l also met and traded with 
Ed Corcoran, Don Brush, John Snipe, and Ernie Hack, all Gonn. residents. 
.-Because of these early contacts I had many programs people wanted. 

I tried to be very prompt in answering letters, requesting programs, 

and dubbing. I constantly put out supplements. Charlie Ingersoll of the 
RHSA was helpful. I also tend to be organized. This, with a little more 
time than some, helped me accumulate programs faster than most traders. 


in i year L had over 3000 programs...My trading -has now slowed down to 


a crawl because I am just looking for certain programs and they are be- 
coming harder to find, I now have about 4000 shows including about 400 
SUSPENSE, 100 ESCAPE, 140 JACK BENNY, all DIMENSION X and X-1 titles 
except "The Last Objective."...Certain friends were very helpful in my 
early. days of trading. These were D Ayers (I traded over 160 hours with 
Dick. Dick's promptness helped build my collection up Quickly), V El-

Personalities that have been heloful are H Peary, P Fennelly, 
R Rio, W Abbott, W Spier, B Morrison...The trouble- with listing names ir 
that some have been left out, not intentionally however. ..My supple- 
ments and newsletter developed gradually. My first supplementin Feb had 
LO listings and my first correction section. My second supplement in 
March had a few sentences about my new addithons (110) and my first 


discs. The 3rd suoplement in Spril had a page of Comments and Tidbits, 


mentioning a few pepple who already bad helped me, a little information 


about myself, and how I graded my programs (280 listings). In May my 
Comment and Tidbit section was a page and a half (240 listings). My 
June supplement had 480 listings (my largest) and Hello Again (in honor 
of Jack Benny) made its avcpearence. Its purpose was and still is to 
exchange ideas about collectine and trading and to "tell you all about 
you all." Subscription started at $1.00 and now is $3.50 a year. Sever 
al logs and listings have been made available and hopefully many more 
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„will be researched. The first "Golden “ge of Sadío" convention was suc- 
eessfully held in New Haven with more to come...Two years have now past 
and I know that my life is richer, both because of the radio programs — 
themselves and because of the many friends I correspond with. I hope
